In this series of robberies about $350 


worth of men's pants, suits, bolt goods, 
women's dresses and underwear, shoes, 
cigarettes and children's clothes were 
taken. Most of the loot was recover- 
ed in a hunt that carried county, city 
and stale police and railroad officials 
to many points in Hempstead and 
Miller counties. 


White was arrested Friday night by 


Texarkana police when he arrived in 
that city aboard a bus. Investigation 
revealed that he had part of the loot 
with him and that he was wanted by 
the Hope police. Officers brought him 
to Hope Saturday where he confessed 
after questioning Sunday.

TOKYO — (/P)— The Japanese Army 


and Navy, described in authoritative 
quarters as prepared to meet any 
"uncalled for intervention" by thirc 
powers, began a southward march ol 
the empire into French Indo-China 
Monday. 


(The United States and Britain have 


informed Japan officially of their in- 
terest in maintenance of status quo 


i Indo-China.) 
The action was described in army 
nd navy quarters as a long stridi 
oward final settlement of the Chin: 
var and the establishment of Japan" 
new order" in cast Asia. 
Domci, Japanese news agency, pro 
ictcd that third powers would no 
bject since the action was a resul 
f a friendly agreement between Ja 
ian and France.

English children bound for Canada 
and safely, perished on the Atlantic 
when a German submarine torpedoed 
and sank their liner, it was announced 
Monday. 


The liner was torpedoed at aboul 


10 p. m. Tuesday, September 17, and 
sank in about 20 minutes, according 
to survivors who were landed Friday 
at a northern port. Only 113 of the 
406 persons aboard, including a crew 
of 251, survived. The disaster involvec 
the greatest loss of life since the sink 
ing of the Arandora Star. 


The survivors number 13 children 


18 women and 82 men. Of the partj 
of 90 children, removed from London 
Liverpool and Middlesex county, neaa

WASHINGTON - If you arc an 


American citizen between 21 and 35 
(or an alien in that age-bracket, with 
first papers) you'll get your''first con- 
tact with the new, draft law,on Oct. 
16 when you register—at the polling 
place in your regular voting precinct, 
before the regular election officials. 


Then you go on about your business. 


A tremendous lot of paper work has 
to he done before your name can get 
called. 


Under each state selective service 


board will be the local boards—one 
in each county whose population is 
under 30,000, and one for each 30,- 
of population in more thickly set- 
tled areas. 


These local boards will be your con- 


tact with the draft machinery. 


After the Oct.-16 •registration is fin- 


ished, the election precinct officials 
will turn all of their cards in to 
the county clerk, who will distribute 
them to the-local hoards. 


When a board gets its cards, its 


first stunt will be to shuffle them 
thoroughly and then deal them off 
the top of the deck, numbering each 
card as it falls. 


Army and Niivy Figure 


Quotas 


Then the scene shifts to Washing- 


ton. 


If the first batch of draftees is to 


be 400,000, it will be up to the army 
and navy to figure out the quota for 
each state and territory. This will 
be done on the basis of the number 
of registration cards, not of populat- 
ion. 


The drawing will take place at 


Washington. In the lottery there will 
be numbers ranging from one up to 
some number equal to the highest 
number registered in any county in 
the nation. All of the numbers will 


be mixed in a huge bowl, and then 
some high official—possibly the Presi- 
dent, or the secretary of war—will 
submit to a blindfold and draw out a 
set of numbers, one at a time. 


Suppose he draws, first, number 


23 ,and then numbers 140, 3, 281 and 
79. In each of the 6500 draft areas, 
all men whose cards bear the num- 
ber 23 will be called up, next will 
be called the men bearing the number 
140, then those who have number 3. 


If Your Numlicr Is Called— 


When your number is called—which, 


if you happen to be among the first 
400,000 will probably be around the 
10th 
of November—you appear 
be- 


fore the local board and get placed 
in one of the following classificat- 
ions: 


1—Available at once. 
2—Deferred because of work es- 


sential to defense. 


3—Deferred because of dependents. 
4—Deferred by law—holders of city, 


slate or county jobs, etc.—or defer- 
red for physical, mental or moral un- 
filness. 


You will fill out an elaborate ques- 


tionnaire and get a physical examinat- 
ion. 
If you are placed in class one, 


you will be in the army'or the navy 
before the end of the year. You can- 
not pick your branch of the service. 
For the first four months of your ser- 
vice you will be paid ?21 a month; 
thereafter you will get ?30. 


You stay in the army one year, 


thereafter you are on the reserve list 
for 10 years, subject to short periods 
of training annually. 


How about those who seek defere- 


ment? 


Army and navy men arc working 


on exemption rules now, subject to 
presidential approval. As a general 
thing, these points will be observed: 


A wife or other dependents won't 


necessarily put you into class 3. You 
must show that you contribute the 
major part of your dependents' sup- 
port; and that they don't have • other 
resources by which they could be sup- 
ported. 


Shoilld you get excmplion or defer- 


ment by reason of Ihc importance of 
your job to the nation's general well- 
being, thq deferment won't last long- 
er than six months; then you'd have 
to go in again and show that the 
reasons for your deferment were still 
good.

Urges Stress 
on Americanism 


Will Moke Better 
Citiieris Says 
Studebaker

WASHINGTON- "to prepare aliens 


living In our country for citizen- 
ship, to inake good Americans of na- 
turalized persons, and to make bet- 
ter Americans of native-born adults 
and children." 


That's the \vay Dr. John W. Stude- 


bakcr, U. S. Commissioner of educat- 
ion, sums up the meaning of his 
recent call to state, county and city 
school superintendents all over tho 
country. 


He nsked them to enlist again, not 


only in the old battle on illiteracy, 
not only to impregnate the minds of 
children nnd college students with 
the true meaning of Americanism, but 
to work among adults by way of pub- 
lic forums where America's problems 
and benefits may be discussed. 


Dr. Studebaker realizes that schools 


and colleges in their ordinary routine 
can reach only a limited number. 
So his bureau is encouraging pub- 
lic forums in connection with schools 
nnd clubs—for they have a potential 
audience of tens of thousands more. 
Speaking of this discussion program, 
he says: 


"It is the best Way to combat the 


sly and poisonoxis propaganda of the 
friends of the dictatorships. We want 
recruits for a campagin to save de- 
mocracy through education. 


"Without guns, uniforms or flags, 


the war on civic illiteracy must be 
carried on. It is part of our na- 
tional defense. Our school-houses are 
ready for use as barracks and drill 
grounds in the preparedness campaign 
for intelligent citizenship.

Blue Glass Bulgs Of 
the Pacific May Stop 
Trip to America 


AP Feature Service 


PORTLAND, Ore. -The blue bub- 


bles that ride the ocean 
currents 


from Japan to the breakers of Ore- 
gon and Washington may soon play 
out. 


The "bublcs" are glass net buoys 


from 3 to 15 inches in diameter. They 
have been washing ashore on the 
American north Pacific for 15 years, 
to -the delighl of vacalionists and 
collcclors, 


Source of the bubbles long was a 


myslery. inally the family of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Olsen of Portland, which 
collected hundreds of them, wrote the 
U. S. consul al Tokyo. Mrs. Olsen 
suspected the bulbs were buoys of 
some Korl and guessed lhat they wash- 
ed across the Pacific. 


Informalion'came from Consul Gen- 


eral Arthur Garreis, who said that 
Japanese fishermen began using glass 
net buoys about 20 years ago, but 
that cost prevented Iheir general use 
unlil about 1925. Since thai time 
fishermen along Ihe islands of Hok- 
kaido and Sakhalin. Ihe Kamchalka 
peninsula and the Okhotsk sea have 
purchased aboul 2,000,000 of Ihem an- 
nually. When nels are lost, net buoys 
break free. 


For several years Japanese glass- 


blowers blew the trade characters of 
1he fishing companies into the glass. 


ishermen use the glass buoys main- 


ly on drag net, A "necklace"' of glas 
i.s affixed to the upper edge of the net, 
heavy weights to the lower. Thus the 
nets move through the water sub- 
merged several feet, a wall of 'mesh 
to trap the fish. Larger glass buoys 
mark the net position. 


But soon, wrote Garreis, the buoys 


may float across Ihe Pacific no more, 
fore the Japanese have developed a 
paper type of nel float, more durable, 
cheaper and easier to reclaim than the 
blue bubbles.
